
KENTUCKY DERBY ENTRIES. 



The recently closed Kentucky Derby, to be 
ran in 1931, received a total of 145 entries as 
against 131 for the Derby of 1930 The Clark 
Stakes received 119 entries and the Kentucky 
Oaks 101, a very fine showing inleed. Many of 
the now unknown cracks of the fnture are no 
donbt embraced in the list of entries to the 
Derby here published. It is as follows : 

The Kentucky Derby, for three -year-olds 
(foals of 1833); $5 to accompany the nomina- 
tion; $15 to bs paid May 1, 1900, $30 to be paid 
March 1, 1901; $100 additional to start. The 
value of the stakes to be $6,000, of which $700 to 
second and $300 to third. Colts to carry 122 
pounds ; geldings, 119 pounds; fillies, 117 
pounds. Those not having won a three-year- 
old race of the value of $1,500 allowed 5 pounds; 
maidens, 12 pounds. One mile and a quarter.

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



A long-winded and sensational article in yes- 
terday’s Cincinnati Enquirer in effect said that 
there would be uo racing at Latonia next 
spring. The following dispatch from Secretary 
Ed Hopper seems to cover the case: 

“Covingtos, Ky , November 15.— The article 
in the Enquirer of today in regard to the La- 
tonia spring meeting is utterly without founda- 
tion, E. O. Hopper, Sec’y.” 

The conditions of the Coney Island Futurity 
to bs run in 1902, which will be announced in a 
few days, have been changed materially. 

Under tbe new order of things the yearling 
declaration has beau moved baek to November 
1 instead of July 15, as heretofore. Tbie will 
give tbe breeders who do not sell their year- 
lings until lata in tbe season a cbanee to escape 
the penalty of keeping their nominations up 
after the date set for declaration. 

Tbe acded money has been raised from $8,750 
to $10,0C0, which, in combination with the new 
condition above, will likely increase materially 
the total value of tbe stake. 

Tbe weight conditions have also been changed. 
The weights for colts will range from 180 down 
to 117, with usual allowance for fillies and 
geldings. There will be a maiden allowance of 
only five ponnds instead of ten, as heretofore. 

The addition to the chnte, or Futurity 
Course, will be finished next yaar, makiDg the 
course a fnil six furlongs. As a consequence 
the conditions of tbe race have baen changed 
so as to make the distance to be run six far- 
longs.— Morning Telegraph.

Belmont near Lexington, Ky. He is a chestnut 
horse, five years old, by Rayon d’Or — Bella 
Donna, by Hermit out of Bonnie Doon, by 
Rapid Rhone, her dam Queen Mary, by Gladia- 
tor. etc. He was a good racehorse and his 
breeding is attractive for a stallion.

DONE AT LAKESIDE. 



The racing season, so far as Chicago is con- 
cerned, closed yesterday at Lakeside. The 
fields were— on paper— unusually large, bat 
scratches were plentiful, and consequently the 
number of starters was not above tbe average 
despite the fact that it was “get-away day.’’ 

Secretary Natbanson offered two handicaps — 
one at three-qnarters of a mile and one at a 
mile. 

The six furlong event famished a cracker- 
jack of a race, bat the mile handicap was a soft 
thing for Banish. Banish was heavily backed 
at a boat 24 to 1 and won all the way. He got 
off flying, and from the time that the flag fell 
to the end there was never a bit of donbt as to 
which horse would win. 

Banish was always in front and the farther 
the field went the greater did he make his lead. 
Brownie Anderson finished second and Deering 
third. 

The six-fnriong handicap went to Mand Wal- 
lace. This filly was backed from 10 to 1 down 
to 8 to 1 and it is safe to say that her owners, 
Keith A Patton, “changed in’’ on her victory. 
The filly b-oke sixth and remained there to tha 
thrae-qnarter post. Then W. Scott cut loose, 
and passing Hugh Penny and O’Connell like 
they were tied, won quite handily. 

Mr. H. Robinson was decidedly in it.' He 
started two horses, Jimp and Walkenshaw, and 
scored with both. 

Walkenshaw was a 4 to 1 chance, with Uarda, 
Double Dummy and Tillie W. to beat, among 
others, and despite the strong snpport given 
him the pnblic stuck to Double Dummy. How- 
ever, Walkenshaw was “Hawkins’ Hoss” and 
ha delivered the goods like a gentleman. He 
was always second and when the pinch came 
he passed the paeemaker, Uarda, like a sky- 
rocket. 

After Walkenshaw won he was run up $300 
over his entered price and bought ia by his 
owner. 

“Heck” Bloom, “Clem" Creveling and Mr 
A. C. Clark mast have “cleaned up” strongly 
over Hermoso’s win in the initial five ant a 
half farlong race. For some reason Hermoso 
was a 5 to 1 chance, aad as he won away off by 
himself with McIntyre whipping, it was, in 
track parlance, “a shame to take the money.’* 
Little Jack Horner was second and Andes third 
to Hermoso. 

Tom Hayes was not satis Hod with winning 
two parses Tuesday, and to make sore of 
“winter money” be sent Red Cross II. to tha 
post in the fifth race and had the pleasure of 
seeing him wia a creditable race from Florinel 
II. and Olekma. 

Jimp performed a surprising feat when in 
the closing dash of a mile and a quarter ha 
brought about the downfall of the top heavy 
favorite George Lee. It was about the best 
race Jimp ever ran, and it may turn ont that 
he will prove to be an extremely useful f oar- 
year- old next year.
